GUITEAU. 


The Prosecution Nearly 
Ready to Close. 


NEW AND VITAL EVIDENCE. 


Interesting Tilts Between the 
Opposing Lawyers. 


FUBTHER MEDICAL TESTIMONY. 


The Prisoner Continues His Interrup 
tions and Monologues. 


(SPECIAL BT TBLEORArU IO THE BBOOKC-l'XIOX ) 


W a s h in g to n , December 30th. —At 10 
o’clock Guileau was led into Court by the 
Bailiff/. As he passed the table at which 
his counstl sat he paused a moment and 
whispered to Scovilfe: “ If you will only 
keep quiet to-day I wiJl laugh this case out 
of Court.” 
As soon as he reached the dock he shouted 
out: “ Son e of the leading papers in America 
consider me the greatest fellow they have met 
in sometime. At 8 o'clock last night I re­ 
ceived a telegram, which I will read for the 
edification of the audience and the American 
people : 'M r. Charles J. Guiteau, Washing­ 
ton : All Boston sympathizes with you. 
You ought to be President. (Signed) A 
H o st o f A dm ibebs.’ ” 
BLASPHEMOUS LANGUAGE. 
Pausing a moment, he branched off into a 
rambling harangue, quoting Scripture and 
comparing himself to the “ meek and lowly 
Jesus,” who used plain language, though 
sometimes severe. “ I have been accused of 
using too harsh language,” he added, “ but I 
take my pattern from the Saviour of man­ 
kind. I i-hf.ll submit my name to the next 
Republican Convention. I thall expect to 
bo before it. 'Ulereare only two men in the 
country who want me hung. One is Judge 
Porter, who exnects to gee 55,000 from the 
Government if I am convicted; and the other 
is Corkhill, who expects to get bounced, and 
who knows that I am the cause of it.” 
The counsel for prosecution having entered, 
Dr. Kempster took the stand, and Seoville 
resumed his crofs examination. 
CONCERNING TEMPOBABY INSANITY. 
The witness did not believe in temporary 
iosanity, in the sense that persons could be 
inpane and wholly recover from it in an hour. 
Witness wan asked if he believed that 
Sickles was sane or insane when he shot Key ? 
and replied : “ I think he was sane, sir.” 
Guiteau—The jury did not agree with you, 
sir. They thought that he was insane. 
THE GOVERNMENT’S CASE NEABLY CLOSF.D 
Upon the witness leaving the stand, Cork- 
hill announced that he had but one more wit­ 
ness to introduce on the part of the Govern­ 
ment. He would like to hear from Seoville 
as to how much time he might want to con­ 
sume upon the surrebuttal, that seme idea 
might be bad as to how much longer this 
long-drawn-out trial would continue. 
8C0VILLE HAS FOUND NEW WITNESSES. 
Seoville replied : “ We have some wit­ 
nesses whose names have been presented since 
we closed our case, and I shall ask the Court 
to permit us to have them sworn, and our 
reason will be upon the ground of newly-dis­ 
covered evidence material V> the case. 1 shall 
only ask your Honor to alloÑ^ me to ask a few 
questions cf these witnesses yelative to inde­ 
pendent facts not heretofore known to me.” 
WHAT THE DEFENSE DESIRES TO PROVE. 
Corkfcill—We would like to know what you 
cxprct to prove? 
Seoville—We have evidence to offer rela­ 
tive to the state of the prisoner’s mind just 
before the shooting. 
Davidge—Could you give us an idea how 
much time you will want upon your rebuttal ? 
S .-oville—S? ve ral days; probably all of 
next week. 
TITS PROSECUTION OBJECTS. 
• 
Davidge—We most object, your Honor, to 
reopening this case. 
Sccvi'le insi-ttd that be did not desire to 
delay the trial or consume the time of the 
Court, but the prosecution had consumed I 
weeks with these expert witnesses, meeting 
w ith them nightly and conferring with them 
in the preparation tf the case, and ho did 
not propose to be cut short in the matter of 
time. 
SCOVILLK AND GUITEAU’s SOLICITUDE FOR 
THE JURY. 
Seoville said he would renew, however, his 
propositi- n that the jury be all íwed to sepa­ 
rate and eo to their home-’, relying npon their 
honor and integrity. 
Guiteau Biid : “ I agree wi'h that, too, 
your Honor ; they are high-toned ard hon­ 
orable men, and I ain’t afaid to trust them 
anywhere. Tbi American people don’t want 
me hanged anyhow, and the best thing the 
prosecution can do is to di?mi«s the indict­ 
ment, and let us all go home,” 
JUDGE PORTER’S REQUEST. 
Judge Porter (turning towards the dock) 
c lied attention to the outbursts of the 
prisoner, and int'mntcd if they were to con­ 
tinue h- must rfqoest the dock to be moved 
to the farther corner of tho room, where, at 
least, the prisoner couid not disturb the jury. 
“ I do not ask,” lie added, " for immediate 
action, your Honor.” 
Guiteau (sneeringly)—Ob, you don’t, Mr. 
Judge Porter. 
Sc-.ville—I wish Judge Porter would make 
his motions when he desires argument or ac­ 
tion upon them, and not be continually mak­ 
ing his speeches to the j iry. 
Judge Porter—-Vs I have an undoubted 
right to do. 
Tfce question cf permitting the juiy to dis­ 
band was again raised, but was dismissed by 
the foreman annourciog that they preferred 
not to separate, provided that they could 
h«ve a i e isona’ole opportunity for exercise 
and fresh air. 
. 
COBKHILL'S DEFENSE OF HIS EXPERTS 
Corkhill proceeded to reply to what he 
termed the counsel's aspersions upon the dis­ 
tinguished medical gentlemen who did an 
honor to the State. He would repel the as­ 
sertion thftt they met nig hclv to weave meshes 
about this criminal. The prisoner had woven 
the meshes that were f»st inclosing him. and 
only two men, and they the spawns oi the 
medical profession, who could rot even ac­ 
knowledge that they believed in a God, had 
been found who would under oath declare 
their belief in the prisoner’s insanity. 
EARNEST RErLT FROM SCOVILLE. 
Seoville replied to Corkhill, and surprised 
ereiyone by making one of the best and most 
impressive speeches that has been heard in the 
Court-room since the opening of the trial. In 
earnest language he vindicated the conduct of 
the defense, and severely rebuked the course 
of the District Attorney in his " unseemly 
efforts to muzzle and drive the defense from 
the Court,” and some manifestation of ap­ 
plause followed the conclusion of his speech, 
but was quickly checked by the Court. 
TE8TIH0NT C-F ANOTHER ASYLUM SUPERIN­ 
TENDENT. 
Dr. John P. Gray, Medical Superintend­ 
ent of the New York Lunatic Asylum, to >k 
the stand. The witness had made the study 
of insanity his business since 1850, and in 
that time had treated or investigated 12,000 
cases of insanity. He had never seen a single 
instance where the only indication of insanity 
was the exhibition of immorality or wicked­ 
ness. He did not believe in what had been 
called “ moral insanity.” It was impossible 
to discover the mental unity so as to locate 
the impairment of a moral natura that was 
not accompanied by intellectual deteriora­ 
tion. Insanity in itself bird no more ten­ 
dency to excite to crime than nenralgia or 
any other dissase. It puts nothing new into 
a man’s nature. It only perverts what is al 
ready there. 
The witness at some length classified the 
various groups of insanity that had come 
under his observation, and described the 
various phases and peculiarities of each. He 
did cot btlieve that any typj of insanity ex­ 
ists outside of the asylums that has not iu 
prototype in the asylums now. 
Recess was then taken. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
After rea rs Dr. Gray gave the details of 
his examination and talk with the prisoner. 
He had asked Guiteau whether he would 
have shot the President during the time be 
was reflecting on removing him if the Presi­ 
dent bad offered him the Paris Consulship. 
Guiteau answered, “ Well, that would have 


settled the matter. I should have taken the 
position.” 
. Guiteau called out from the dock, “ I said 
if he had offered it to me at any time before 
the 1st of June. If he had offered it after­ 
wards it wouldn’t have made the slichtett 
difference.” 
W itne.-s asked Guiteau how he came to 
shoot the President. Guiteau answered, “ I 
came to the conclusion that the political situ­ 
ation justified me. I gradually became con­ 
vinced of this aud resolved on his removal.” 
Guiteau shouted, *' That knocks your Paris. 
Consulate, and Bhows theie was no malice in 
it. Not an element of murder, but a politi­ 
cal necessity.” 
Witness Baid he then asked him how he 
reached the c ncludon to remove the Presi­ 
dent, and Guiteau replied : “ If you will 
read the papers of May and June, you will 
find exactly what the political situation was, 
and will perhaps appreciate what I mean by 
political necessity.” 
Witness asked him if his alleged inspir­ 
ation came as a vision, voice or direct com­ 
mand. He «aid : “ No. It came into my 
head ss a conception, and I reflrcted on it 
until I re*olved that it was justified by the 
situation.” 
Witness asked the prisoner how this ac­ 
corded with his theory of inspiration, and he 
replied : “ The inspiration was in the form 
of a pressure constantly on me to commit 
the act.” 
Guiteau—That’s all there is in the case— 
short and to the poiut. You can talk about 
it six years, if you want to. 
Dr. Gray then continued his story for an 
hour, when the Court adjourned. 
Expense» or the T rial. 
C hicago, December 30th.—A Washington 
special B a y s: The total expenses of the 
(initcau trial are estimated at 8100 000 to 
8300.000 Porter end Davidge will prohably 
get 825 000 each, and the stenographer 810 000 
to 815 000.

The Mojave county, A. T-, jail has now 
two inmates. Previous to their reception 
it has been vacant for a year. 
The Government telegraph line between 
Ashland and Fort Klamath is nowin work­ 
ing order and ready for business. 
It is thought that fully 1,000 acres of 
vines will be in hearing in 1882 in Puyal- 
lap county, W. T., and vicinity. 
The Sentinel says that Kureka, Nev., “ is 
infested by as vicious a throng of opium 
fiends and jail birds as ever hovered about 
a mining camp.” 
Work is progressing favorably on the 
Reno (Nev.) Asylum, and the building will 
be turned over to the State at the time 
called for—January 23d. 
The Pacific Coal Company has a large 
force of men at wort on its mines near 
Fort Wingate, N. M-, and about ICO tons 
of ore are taken out daily.

A new town bas lately sprang up near 
Scatterville, in Washington county, Or­ 
egon. It is called “ Garden Home City.’’ 
From fifty to sixty lots have been surveyed 
and laid off into tracts of from three to 
twenty acres. A reserve of three acres 
has been made for public purposes. 
Says the Mendocino Beacon : Shipping 
is still brisk on the coast. Five vessels 
were anchored in Salmon creek one day 
last week, all waiting for cargoes. One or 
two vessels arc loading there all the time 
with sawed ami split ties of different di­ 
mensions.

Ic has a channel 
for sea goiDg vessels for three nule?, and a 
tide navigation for river steamers for ten 
or twelve miles further up.

have pity upon it and begin to reflect that 
the course pursued was not the right one. 
People who eat fast should order their 
coffins, insure their lives for the benefit of 
their families, and never start on hazard­ 
ous journeys. It may be their last. More 
apoplectic fits are brought on by last eat­ 
ing than by anything else ; more indiges­ 
tion and dyspepsia is the result of rushing 
down the food than the food itself; more 
constipation is brought about by bolting 
meals than by the meals themselves. Eat 
leisurely and you will enjoy the benefit of 
wbat you have eaten. Rather do not eat 
at all than eat fast, for hanger will not 
injure you as much as fast eating.—[Food 
and Health.

W hat it did suggest was the 
instinct of a chronic m endicant and im ­ 
postor, w ith whom a m ixture of effront­ 
ery and servility 
had 
become second 
nature, and whose egotism was so inordi­ 
nate as to m ake him regard as quite a 
commonplace and natural proposition, th at 
w hich others w ould look upon as alike 
im pudent and foolish. 
Given G uiteau’s 
m ental point of view, and it was perfectly 
natural th a t he should w rite to Senator 
Cameron and dem and live hundred dol­ 
lars from him . 
For, as we have eeveral 
tim es 
pointed 
out, the 
distinguishing 
feature in G nitcau’s character is the entire 
absence of m oral perception. 
In his m ind 
there has never been any feeling of re­ 
m orse for th e m urder of P resident G ar­ 
field. 
From the first the sense cf having 
a t last achieved notoriety has been the 
dom inant impression w ith him. 
H e has 
at tim es been disturbed by fear, b u t 
never by regret, and though he has said 
th a t 
he 
w ould 
not com m it th e deed 
if 
it 
was 
to 
do 
again, 
it 
is 
cer­ 
tain th a t th e consequences of th a t crime 
have brought him th e m ost complete sat­ 
isfaction and enjoym ent he has ever known. 
A t present he only looks upon himself as 
one who is celebrated, and who has de­ 
served the gratitude of th e “ stalw arts.” 
H e believes th a t th ey are deeply indebted 
to him. 
The only w onder is th a t he did 
no t send his letter to P resident A rthur 
instead of to Senator Cameron, for he 
holds th a t he m ade A rth u r President, and 
th a t the la tte r ofiglit to be a t his service. 
A nd he has gone through life doing ju st 
th e same kind of things. 
H e has alw ays 
bepn trying to m ake the w orld rew ard 
him a t his own estim ate of his services, 
and he has never adm itted th e value of 
any other estim ate. 
Tnis Í3 precisely what 
he did when, having w ritten 
a Billy ar.d 
pithless political speech, he w anted to be 
paid to deliver it in New Y ork, and next 
dem anded 
a 
foreign 
mission 
or 
a 
consulship 
for 
his 
services. 
B ut 
th is is not evidence of insanity. 
I t is 
m erely evidence th a t G niteau is a some­ 
w h at exaggerated type of th at class of men 
w ho go through life grasping a t every 
th in g , like hogs a t a trough ; who push and 
tram ple and th ru st th eir w orthless car­ 
casses to th e front, alw ays dem anding the 
best of w hat is going, and alw ays enter­ 
taining th e profoundest conviction th at 
th eir m erits entitle them to the best. 
W e 
have all m et m any euch men. 
They are 
very disagreeable and repulsive, bu t they 
are not irresponsible, and neither is he. 
lie possesses indeed a kind of impish 
Bhrewdness w hich has nothing in common 
w ith th e m adness which can alone make 
its victim s irresponsible. 
H is letter was 
thoroughly consistent w ith all th a t is 
know n of him. 
H e is jn st the man to 
w rite begging-letters, and to w rite them to 
th e m ost unlikely persons. 
T heie is noth­ 
ing a t all rem arkable in this, and Scoville 
m ade a m istake in try in g to m ake a point.

THE DEFENSES OF S\N FRANCISCO. 


W e are glad to see th a t the San Francisco 
Cham ber of Commerce is a t last w aking 
up to the im portance of the question of 
improving the defenses of th a t city. 
A nd 
it is all the more necessary th a t some ener­ 
getic representation on this subject should 
be made to Congress, because San F ran ­ 
cisco is so far from W ashington th a t it will 
probably take a long tim e to get anything 
done. 
In m atters of thi3 kind it is im ­ 
possible no t to feel sometimes th a t the 
country is too large. 
There are so many 
interests to be attended to, th ev are all so 
greedy, and every public afluir is so gov­ 
erned by political considerations, th a t it is 
very difficult to secure attention for a m at­ 
te r even of th e first im portance, if the 
locality is far aw ay. 
M oreover, the tie- 
fenselessness of p orts m uch nearer the seat 
of G overnm ent is against us. 
So long as 
Boston and N ew Y ork are w ithout ade­ 
q uate defenses it will be extrem ely diffi­ 
cu lt to indace Congress to take the neces­ 
sary steps for protecting San Francisco. 
And y et it is an undoubted fact th a t in the 
event of w ar an enemy possessing iron­ 
clads conld, as th e case stands, capture 
San Francisco in two hours, and either 
sack it or hold it to ransom. 
A t th e same 
tim e he conld destroy the navy yard at 
M are Island, and thns m ake it difficult to 
secure adequate protection to th e Pacific 
coast for years to come. 
A nd it m ast 
be regarded as certain th a t all this is 
thoroughly understood 
outside 
of 
the 
U nited States, and th a t it would be acted 
upon in the event of war. 
W e talk about 
the Monroe doctrine, and the “ m anifest 
“ destiny ” of th e U nited States, b ut if 
ever there was a case of m anifest destiny 
it is the destiny of San Francisco to be­ 
come the prey of the first foreign power 
w ith which we m ay quarrel. 
There are alw ays plenty of foolish peo­ 
ple who think th a t because a thing has not 
occurred it never w ill occur. 
B ut in this 
case the incitem ents to action are such as no 
enemy either would or could resist. 
H ere 
is a great city, abounding in w ealth ; an 
im portant naval station, the destruction of 
which would count for more than the gain­ 
ing of a pitched b a ttle ; unlim ited prize 
money ; and little or no danger. 
There is 
no question of serious fighting w ith stone 
forts and heavy guns. 
W e possess no for­ 
tifications which could resist th e kind of 
naval artillery carried by m ost m odem 
war-ohips, and our heaviest guns will only 
carry a hundred and eighty pound ball. 
An enemy, therefore, could knock all our 
forts about th e ears of th eir defenders 
w ithout p utting him self in range of their 
guns, or losing a m an, and when he had 
done this he could sail into th e Golden 
Gate, and take or destroy w hatever he 
pleased. 
T his is the literal lru th of the 
situation, and since it is folly to suppose 
th a t we shall alw ays escape war, and since 
San Francisco is grow ing richer year by 
year, we m ust realize th a t unless her de­ 
fenses are im proved before long her sack 
or ransom is a3 certain as anything in the 
future can be. 
A t a m eeting of the San Francisco Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce th e other evening, to 
consider the question, a communication 
from Colonel M acAUister, of the U nited 
States A rm y, w as read. 
The Colonel is 
fully alive to the dangers of the present 
situation. 
H e points out th a t he called 
attention to it tw o years ago, bu t th at 
since then the only change made has been 
the m ounting of 1(5 eight-inch converted 
riffe guns in casem ates at F o rt Point. 
“ These guns,” he says, “ w ith charges of 
“ 35 pounds of pow der and a shot weigh- 
“ iig ISO pounds, are capable of piercing 
“ seven inches of plate at a distance of 
“ three fourths of a m ile.” 
B ut inasmuch 
as the enem y’s guns would be capable of 
demolishing the casem ates at a distance of 
five miles, it is not probable th a t these 
eight-inch converted rifles would come into 
play at all in the event of an attack on the 
city. 
Colonel M acA llister thinks they 
w ould prove excellent auxiliaries to guns 
of large caliber, 
w hich he would have 
m ounted in a b attery facing seaw ard, above 
F ort Point. 
A t present he is of the opin­ 
ion th a t “ th e bar could not be relied on 
“ a s a means of defense ; th at we could not 
“ depend entirely on torpedoes to prevent 
“ a hostile fleet from entering the harbor 
“ and m ulcting both San Francisco 
and 
“ O akland ; th a t it would not be neces- 
“ sary for a vessel to enter the Golden 
“ G ate in order to throw a shell into the 
“ center of th e vary room w here your 
“ Board is now deliberating ; and th a t we 
“ have no guns of sufficient caliber to de- 
“ fend these cities from paying tribute to 
“ England, Japan or China in case of a 
“ w ar.” 
In the event of a w ar w ith Chiua 
San Francisco w ould perhaps have to ex­ 
pect some retaliation tor the brutalities 
practiced w ith im punity by her “ hood- 
“ luma” upon th e defenseless and peace­ 
ful im m igrants who have had for tw enty 
years to run th e gauntlet through her 
streets on landing. 
The idea of a great Am erican city being 
at the m ercy of China or Jap an is not 
pleasing, b u t it is a sober tru th , and it 
m ust be faced. 
E ven little Chile could 
hold San Francisco to ransom to-morrow, 
and in case of w ar would no doubt do it. 
Colonel M acA llister believes th a t the harbor 
can be made im pregnable by erecting su it­ 
ably arm ed batteries at the following points, 
v iz : 
“ On the cliff above F ort Point, 
“ facing to sea ; 
a t Lime Point, A lcatraz 
“ Island, Peninsular Point, Angel Island, 
“ Black P oint and Y erba Buena Island.” 
B ut he goes on to say th a t there are at 
present only tw o foundries in the country 
capable of casting the kind of guns which 
would be required, and rem arks th a t if 
both of them “ were employed continuously 
“ and in th eir full capacity for one year 
“ they m ight m anufacture a sufficient num- 
“ her of gans for thi3 one harbor.” 
Of the 
121, inch guns, throw ing a TOO pound-shot, 
which could alone serve th e purpose of 
efficient defense, th e Colonel says there are 
only tw o in th e U nited States to day, 
“ and th ey 
are 
sim ply 
experim ental.” 
I t 
is 
evident 
from 
these 
statem ents 
th a t it 
will 
be necessary 
to 
educate 
Congress 
up 
to 
the 
necessity 
of 
defending San Francisco, and such educa­ 
tion is alw ays a tedious business. 
B ut the 
m erchants and capitalists of San Francisco 
m ust pu t their shonlders to the wheel. 
They m ust rem em ber th a t in these tim es 
w ars break out very qnickiy, and th a t if a 
war finds us w ithout 
either 
guns or 
foundries it will be too late to begin prepa­ 
rations for defenses. 
So rich a prize, and 
so easy a one, as th eir city, would not be 
left one m onth n n tn ed for, and in the ab­ 
sence of any b ette r fortifications than it 
now possesses the first enemy th a t came to 
hand would tak e it w ithout any trouble. 
W e have no donbt th a t General M iller will 
eive th e petition of th e Cham ber of Com­ 
merce all the im petus his energy can im­ 
p art to it, bu t it will not do to sleep npon 
th e m atter, and if one appeal fails anotcer 
will have to be m ade w ith increased em ­ 
phasis a t once.

THE TROUBLE 
AT 
TUCSON. 


Tueson appears to be passing through 
th e Bame kind of fiery tiia l w hich nearly 
all onr frontier m ining townB have under­ 
gone. 
The history of this coast abounds 
w ith 
illustrations of 
w hat we 
mean. 
There comes a tim e in the existence of 
every one of these places, when it has to 
be settled w hether law or lawlessness shall 
govern. 
The ruffianly clem ent has grown 
strong and daring. 
A t last some intrepid 
Sheriff or M arshal or Constable m akes a 
stand against the thieves and m urderers. 
As soon as he dees this he attracts to his 
side the bolder spirits among the law -abid­ 
ing people, and then a fierce contest jisJ 
gins. 
This is w hat has happened over and 
over again in Pacific coast m ining towns 
and camps, b a t it is significant th a t there 
has never been b u t one kind of end to the 
struggle. 
Law has alw ays trium phed at 
last. 
Often there has been m uch blood­ 
shed, and m any brave and honest men have 
fallen before the knife and pistol of the 
desperado class. 
B ut each death of this 
kind has made the survivors more resolute 
and determ ined, and tue law breakers have 
every tim e been driven out or killed off. 
In Tucson they have had a D eputy M arshal 
named 
E arp 
who 
has 
been a terror 
to 
the 
assassin 
elem ent. 
M any 
cf 
th eir 
num ber 
have 
been 
killed 
by 
him 
and 
his equally 
brave 
brothers. 


A m onth or tw o ago he and his brothers 
m et and slew three of the w orst “ cowboys,” 
and ever since th e ruffians have been plot­ 
ting his m urder. 
A t last they have shot 
him from an ainbush, though perhaps not 
fatally, b u t it is veiy certain th a t they 
have not by p u ttin g him out of th e way 
made th eir own prospects any better. 
H is 
brothers still live, and behind and w ith 
them is the whole w eight of the resDect for 
law and order cf the com m unity. 
I t is by 
no means im probable th at this foul assassin­ 
ation may inspire the citizens to rise and 
purify Tucson of the hum an verm in th a t 
infest th e place. 
T here are occasions when 
the slow process of the law proves inade­ 
quate to the adm inistration of justice, and 
this is one of them . 
Lynch law was neces­ 
sitated by th e occurrence of ju st such 
crimes as the assassination of Virgil Earp, 
and if it had been confined to the punish­ 
m ent of th a t class of crim es there would 
have been little reason for deprecating the 
resort to it. 
The law -abiding citizens of 
Tucson evidently cannot afford to hold 
back a t such a juncture. 
The cause of the 
officers of th e law is their own cause, and 
they m ust defend it. 
T hat they will do 
so, and successfully, none can doubt who 
are a t all fam iliar w ith the history of the 
coast.

I t seem3 th a t there are actually degrees 
among the N ew Y ork .Socialists. 
They 
have concluded th a t they cannot longer 
associate w ith Ju stu s Schwab and his im ­ 
m ediate followers, and so they have form ­ 
ally expelled those persons. 
I t is very 
difficult for the outside observer to under­ 
stand how Ju stu s Schwab can be too bad 
for a body which has ju st expressed its 
hearty approval of assassination, and its 
indorsem ent of 
wholesale 
robbery. 
If 
there be any lower deep in the depths of 
Socialism, however, we suppose th a t Ju s­ 
tus Schwab has sounded it w ith his plum ­ 
m et. 
To the world th e distinction which 
is sought to be set up by his form er col­ 
leagues will doubtless seem fanciful, b u t it 
m ust be borne in m ind th a t in th e hum ble 
barber’s shop to w hich th e professional 
beggar, and eke the hum ble journeym an 
batcher and baker repaired, it was found 
necessary to “ draw th e line ” at coal- 
heavers ; and ju st so there may b3 line 
distinctions betw een these Socialists which 
th e uneducated eye is incapable of per­ 
ceiving. 
W h eth er Ju stu s Schwab, or the 
people who expelled him, should be con­ 
gratulated on the event, however, we are 
quite imable to determ ine. 
If the whole 
body of Socialists had been expelled by 
Society, there would be less doubt about 
the m atter.

SEX 
VINDICATING 
ITSELF.

Mr. Knox L ittle m akes the 
service, which is unquestionably ritualistic 
in the sonso iu which th a t word ha3 become 
an offense, subordinate to the sermon. Mr. 
Green makes the service the all in all. 
M r. G reen’s congregation were treated to a 
ritualistic perform ance. 
M r. Knox 
L it­ 
tle’s audiences are fascinated by chaste, 
brilliant and comm anding eloquence. 
Ths 
la tte r gentlem an has ju st been promoted 
to a vacant canonry in the brotherhood of 
W orcester. 
The appointm ent has given 
offence to the anti-ritualists, and the W ol­ 
verham pton branch of the C hurch Associa­ 
tion has ju st forwarded a memorial \o Mr. 
G ladstone on the snbject. 
Mr. 
Knox 
L ittle is charged w ith having publicly 
avowed his approval of the use and prac­ 
tice of sacram ental confession ; and the 
m em orialists 
“ express 
th e 
conviction 
which they entertain of the very serious 
consequences which m ust result to the 
Church from th e preferm ent by th e royal 
favor of clergymen who in th eir teaching 
disregard th e doctrinal standards of the 
Church, and who in th eir practice, by 
treating w ith contem pt the decision of the 
Queen’s Courts, set at defiance th e auprtm 
acy of th e C row n.” 


R a f f a e le 
R c k a ttin o . — Ilaffaele 
R u- 
battino, to whom Italy is deeply indebted 
for w hat he did to restore her ancient en­ 
terprise on the sea, is dead a t Genoa, his 
native place. 
Beginning trade in an hum ­ 
ble way, he brought to his life-work in his 
best years an extraordinary industry, and 
was alw ays more of a patriot than a man 
of personal am bition to succeed in com­ 
mercial pursuits. 
In 1859 he was at the 
head of a company which ran boats from 
Genoa to Sardinia, bu t he gradually ex­ 
tended his lines until they included all the 
M editerranean ports, th e Black Sea, the 
R ed Sea, and even ports in India. 
The 
fortune he left was a m odest one. 
I t was 
w ith tw o of his steam ers—the Piedm ont 
and the Lom bardo—th a t 
G aribaldi, 
in 
I860, transported his men to M arsa’.a.

T he T ro u b le in N orth C a ro lin a .

section. 
Governor Jarvis is at Greenville. 
There is no telegraph line to Plym outh. 
N orfolk (Ya ), December 30th.—No fur­ 
ther reports are received of violence from the 
riot at Plymouth, N. C., but the town is still 
in a state of excitement and apprehension. 
Governor .Tarvis is en route thither, and has 
telegraphed to the proper cfficsrs of th at sec­ 
tion to repair to the town and institute an 
immediate and thorough investigation. 
The 
services of the ritie company of Elizabeth 
City has been tendered and accepted to aid 
iu suppressing the trouble. 
This company 
and .the other m ilitary will arrive to-day. 
R a leig h, December 30th.—A dispatch to 
the Nevx-Obtmxr says ; Tioops have arrived 
at Plymouth. 
The Sheriff yesterday, with 
200 men, restored quiet. 
Five arrests were 
made, and the parties sent to Edentown to 
jail. 
Other arrests will follow. 
The m ur­ 
derer of Butler is at large. 
No further trou­ 
ble is anticipated. 
The Governor has gone 
to Plymouth. 
H o rrib le T rag ed y In A rk a n sa s. 
L ittle R ock ( Ark ), December 30th.—A 
horrible m urder has occurred at Bentonville 
—th at of Kaon Bolin by his wife. 
She used 
a pistoL 
She claims that her husband was a 
horsethief, had killed two men, had threat­ 
ened her life several times, and had drawn a 
knife on her. 
She has four little children, 
and took the youngest with her to j *il. After 
being there two daj s she borrowed a knife, 
on some pretense, and cat her throat from ear 
to ear, severing the jugular vein. 
C ow boys B ro u g h t u p w ith n R o n n d T a rn . 
D enver (Col ), December 30th.—The Re­ 
publican's Trinidad Bpecial saye : 
This even­ 
ing four cowboys attem pted to run this town. 
M arshal Kroger inteifered, and the cowboys 
opened fire on him. 
H e returned the fire, 
fatally wounding a cowboy named Brown and 
killing his horse. 
One cowboy was arrested, 
and the two others escaped. 
The M arshal 
was unhurt. 
The fight resulted from an old 
feud and a big drunk. 
The cowboys had 
threatened Kroger’s life, 
Snuill-Fox a t K eahuk. 
K eokuk (Is.), 
December 30th —Forty 
cases of smad-pox have been discovered in 
the Medical College, all being studeirte. 
I t is 
said that a small pox subject was received at 
the college 
from Chicago, and th at the 
students, having woiked on this, were in­ 
fected. 
The college has been partly quaran­ 
tined and isolated. 
K eokuk (la.), December 30th.—The city 
is considerably excited over the small-pox at 
the Medical College. 
Four of the five cases 
which have been reported to the l ’resident of 
the Board of H ealth the physicians and the 
College Faculty declare to be genuine small­ 
pox. 
There is no epidemic here, and all ru ­ 
mo» s to th at effect are false. 
The people 
have been generally vaccinated, and the Board 
of H ealth is confident that the disease can be 
easily controlled. 
K eokuk, December 30 h.—I t is impossible 
to learn the facts in the m atter relative to 
the origin of the small-pox in this city. 
The 
faculty of ths College refuse to give any in­ 
formation whatever, the other source of in­ 
formation beiDg the students. 
K eokuk, December SO-.h,—This afternoon 
one of the students of the Medical College, 
named Hubermus, and who resides in New 
York, died of emall-pox in Esti’sbullding, and 
will be interred in the potter’s field at mid­ 
night. 
The remaining cases present a mere 
favorable aspect this evening. 
S m all-p o x In lU Intii*. 
S p r in g f ie l d , December 30th— Dr. Rauch, 
Secretaiy of the State Board of Health, is 
informed th at there Is emall-pox in thirty- 
seven places in Illinois, although iu about 
two-thirds of them it is under control. 
S m all-p o x a t J e rs e y C'Hy. 
J ersey C ity, December 30:h.—One hun­ 
dred aed seventy-six cases of emall-pox were 
reported here during December. 
Tnere were 
two new cases to-day. 
T lie S nin ll-p o x E p id e m ic. 
N ew Y ork, December 30th.—Five cases 
of Bmall-pox were reported here to day. 
B uffalo, December 30:b.—Fifteen cases 
of small-pox were reported here to-day, and 
the disase is still spreading. 
R a ilro a d A rrld e n la . 
P h il a d e l ph ia , December 30th.—At.Chris­ 
tiana, on the Pennsylvania road, this morn­ 
ing, a freight train parted, and following the 
train ran into the rear portion, causing a gen­ 
eral smash-up. 
Boon after 
there 
came 
another freight train along and ran into the 
wreck, when the whole mass took fire. 
Two 
men were burned to death and two or three 
were badly injured—one beyond recovery. 
A nother man is missing, and is suppose! to 
bs somewhere in the wreck. 
The authorities 
sent to Lancaster for engines. 
S t. L o u is, December 30tb.—A caboose 
was ditched near Newburn, III., last night, 
on the St. Louis, Jerseyviile and Soriugfield 
Railroad. 
John Beerharry, alias Kelly, was 
killed and three persons seriously and others 
slightly injured. 
T he Ire d u r a tio n a t C hicago. 
C hicago, December 30th.—Althongh theie 
has been no ice made this winter by any Chi­ 
cago firms, the ice dealers say they ate not 
alarmed, as two winter months yet remarn, 
and the chances are good for harvesting a fine 
crop yet. 
In case these hopes should prove 
fallacious, however, they acknowledge th at 
they are in a very bad shape—worse than 
ever before. 
One company at the W ashing­ 
ton has an immense surplus, but would not 
bs able to avert an ice famine if the weather 
continnes mild. 
A P a lp a b le S w in d le . 
Y ankton, December 30tb.—L ast winter 
the couuty of Douglas was organized in 
southern Dakota through the grossest per­ 
jury. 
I t has only about forty voters, and the 
total value of its taxable properly will not

1 was in the act of sitting down 
when McGowan ran back to Goodrich, and 
before the latter could ri?e fio o i kis eea*-, 
struck him in the face. 
They then clinched, 
and fell on the floor behind the stove. 
Ij a t­ 
tempted to separate them, but was prevented 
from doing so by persons who had gathered 
around the belligerents. 
McGowan cried 
‘'enough,*' and was released by Goodrich 
^ u p o n a condition th at he would make no 
worlC^further trouble. 
McGowan agreed to deeiat, 
but as soon as he was free (Goodrich being 
under him) he sprang upon him, but was 
seized by Wm. Todhunter and taken off. 
About this time Goodrich exclaimed, “ My 
leg is broken.” 
I went to his assistance and 
had him removed to a comfortable place, and 
summoned a surgeon, who set the limb. 
No 
trouble had previously occurred between the 
parties, and no person present (and there were 
eight or ten), expected trouble, and as he ap* 
parently was about to leave upon my direc­ 
tion, I did not apprehend any trouble from 
McGowan.
